Now Jersey bus boon made, mill with what 
result tlic following from tho New York 
iferald will show : TUo die is cast and the 
people of New Jersey have lost tho stake. 
In alt tho history ot' that little common- 
wealth not na event uor any stories of events 
can be found to parallel the humiliating 
spectacle witnessed 
iu tho halls of her 


legislature yesterday. It wan virtuiilly the 
annexation of Jersey to Pennsylvania—a 
wedlock between Harrisbarg n.tid Trent ou. 
Pitt nnd Ciistlwcagh never ontoiod more 
ardently into tho work of debauching the 
Irish .Legislature than did Tom Soott nnd 
his henchman, Sean tor MclMiersou, iu their 
tmcuosslul sfYorts to destroy the autonomy of 
the State of New Sorsey. "Tho Legislature 
which baftled tho railway king will not 
thwart hiui any moro. How the people'* 
railway bill was advanced a staye iu tho 
Senate on Monday night tho vernier* of tho 
tltruU already know.

Who wove tbo opponents 
of the now charter I Certainly not tho peo- 
ple nor the press of tho Stato. 
Not one ex- 


cept tho paid representatives of tho Penn- 
sylvania Central on that floor. 
Tho Presi- 
dent rapped vigorously to suppress the ap- 
plause wliich followed this sentence. Hewitt, 
IJaughart and Stone presented petitions in 
favor of tho bill, and Cutler delivered a 
pointed argument in favor of it. 


Then came McPherson, who was proceed- 


ing to charge corruption on iho loaders of 
the people, -when tho Provident called him 
to order. lie complaiuod bitterly ot a sub- 
sidized press, which east odium upon people

A cow's udder is not, as some sup- 
pose, a barrel with taps, but is divided into 
lour different compartments, called '-Milk 
glands," each of which has its own tap or 
teat. It is not only important that the lull 
number of teats be present and in "working 
order, but it is desirable that thoy be well 
placed, not crowded together, but pretty 
far and uuifoiinly apart; rather long and 
tapering ; all pointing out and downward ; 
equal iu sizo and even appearance. 5 Do- 
ttility aud quietness of disposition. These 
are indicated by large, mild and clear eyes, 
and an air of contentment generally. A 
cow that is quiet and contented fe.ecls at 
euso, chows her cud with entire satisfaction, 
and will secrete nud yield more milk than 
any restless and turbulant animal having 
similar milking characteristics in oilier re 
spects.—Massachusetts Plouyhman. 


F.UJ.M WORK i'on MABCH.—Make up your 


miuit whut you intend to do. Sit down nnd 
count tho cost. Do not undertake more than 
you cnri perform. It is unwise to commence 
work that you are not able to finish in duo 
season. Many a fanner loses more byget- 
;iug behindhand with his spring work thnn 
would buy another team, aud pay tho wages 
of a man for a year. 
Underdrawing on all wet .soils is indis- 


pensable to roal success in farming. A woll- 
druined and well-worked heavy soil is rarely 
affected by drouth. Every enterprising far- 
mer will *do rnoro or less draining every 
spring. If he once commences to under- 
Irain, nud does the worl: well, ho will not 
Ije likely to stop until he hns made all his 
land dry. 


LET OFF SURFACE WATEK.—This is always 


in order. Farmers will let it off wheat, but 
very few ever think of letting it off a bare 
atubhto. Jf there is no crop to kill, they 
think it can do no harm. A few hours' 
judicious labor will often lot oft' inoro water 
In a day than the sun at this season can 
evaporate in a mouth. 


Sow grass and clover &eed ou wheat early 


in the spring, unless you propose to harrow 
the wheat. It is seldom that tho seed is 
injured by the frost. Do not spare the seed, 
and be careful not to miss any land. 


Plowing sho-nld not be douo \vhilo the 


land is wet. Much, however, depends on 
tbekhiu of soil, nud whether it was full- 
plowed or whether it is sod. The latter 
always seems drier than (he former. Aa a 
rule, it may bo suml that no land should bo 
plowed when it sticks to a bright steel 
m old-board. 


THE CELLAR,—Wluilovisr you do or fail to 


do, do not neglect tho collar under the 
house, Remove everything that is decaying. 
Cleanup. Whitewash the walls. 
Ventilate 


thoroughly aud often. 


Tho principal work of the month in this

Keep them under lock and key. A syringe 
for giving iirjootioiis should always be tept 
—and kept iuorder. A slightnttack of coho 
can often bo cured by an injection of warm 
water and soap. 


Young pigs should bo fed all they will eat 


and digest. Nothing is better for them thnn 
corn pudding aud milk. 
Aa tho pigs get 


older and the weather wanner, corn meal, 
soaked for twelve or twenty-four hours in 
cold water, may take tlio place ol the " pud- 
ding." 


Ewes heavy in lamb should bo allowed 


plenty ot oxe'rcise, but they must not be 
.driven through drifts of snow, or allowed 
to slip ou ice, or jump fences or ditches; and 
especially avoid crowding at doors or gates.
